Mayor Doe* Not Provide For Continuance of Director of 
Public Work* Office

the budget .recommendations for 1936 
were recefwedT from Mayor Childs. 
The budget as submitted by Mayor 
Chads totaled %4, 875.599.70. The esti- 
mates submitted bU’ department heads 
totalled $5,428.^5 55; the Mayor 
slashing $152^6n. *5 from their recom- 
mendations. Lakt yaar the appropria

The office 
was created by Mayor Weeks on 
the assumption that by having a com- 
petent director in a supervisory ca- 
pacity over the City Engineer. Street 
Commissioner and Water Commis- 
sioner. and thus bringing these three 
departments under closer control, 
large savings to the city could be af- 
fected. 

Mr. Ellis was appointed Water Com- 
missioner in 1930 by Mayor Weeks 
to succeed J. Clifton Whitney at a 
salary of $4000. When the office of 
Director of Public Works was estab- 
lished the salary for this position was 
set at $6000. Mayor Childs state* that 
he has not. as yet, reached a defi- 
nite decision as to whether or »ot 
the office will be abolished. 

The Mayor’s action regarding tfce 
Director of Public Works office caused 
quite a flurry among the Alderme* 
and one of the newer members of the*

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THE NEWTON TRACK CHAMPIONS 

Ten years ago a new teacher was appointed to the faculty 
of the Newton High School and assigned to athletic duty as 
assistant track coach under Coach Alfred W. Dickinson. It 
was not long before the capabilities of the new assistant were 
shown to be of such high calibre that Coach Dickinson planned 
to turn over the burdens of coaching this sport entirely to him. 
The unexpected death of the beloved Newton coach in Febru- 
ary of 1927, resulted in the immediate advancement of Assis- 
tant Coach Donald G. Enoch to head track coach. For ten 
years he has been moulding Newton boys scholastically and 
athletically — and morally as well. Never once has he placed 
the desire for success above the welfare of the boys in his 
charge. He has turned out individual champions and they 
have gone on in many cases to further athletic glory. Those 
who follow this sport know that Newton lads do not become 
“burned out" with too much competition in school, but are 
brought along as their growth and strength permits. 

During the past decade approximately one thousand boys 
have been candidates for Coach Enoch’s track teams. Perhaps 
one-fifth have made the grade and worn the school colors in 
competition with other schools. At times material has been 
available so that excellent results were obtained in team 
competition. One prize, however, has heretofore eluded New- 
ton’s possession — the honor of winning the State Meet. A few 
years ago a Newton track team won every dual meet, another 
team won every interscholastic meet but the state affair. Last 
year sickness of a star competitor prevented Newton from 
taking the state honors. Last Saturday there was no question 
of Newton’s supremacy to climax a season in which Newton 
swept first honors in all but four interscholastic meets. To the 
credit of the boys it should be said that they have acted like 
champions all the way. 

It takes time, patience, forbearance, and a hundred other 
attributes to develop an athlete and the coach plays a most 
prominent part, particularly in track where individual effort is 
paramount yet in his modest and characteristic way, Don 
Enoch will refuse to take the credit which is his due. Last 
fall a new assistant was assigned to aid the popular Newton 
coach and one of the latter’s favorite remarks this season has 
been “never has a coach been blessed with such an assistant.” 
Thus does Coach Enoch share the honor and glory which comes 
to Newton. Hail the championship Newton track team and 
congratulations to Coach Enoch, Assistant Coach Boyle and the 
boys who wear the orange and black.

A former Newton resident will re- 
turn here next week Thursday eve- 
ning to speak before a gathering in 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Henry I.

THE 1936 BUDGET 

The 1936 budget figures submitted by Mayor Childs to the 
Board of Aldermen are practically in line with the expendi- 
tures of a year ago. A rise in welfare expenditures, school 
costs, and other incidentals indicate an unavoidable increase in 
total expenditures which was predicted many months ago. A 
rise in the tax rate is inevitable, although it may be but a slight 
advance. That problem will necessarily come later after it is 
determined what appropriations are needed for the carrying 
on of our city government and after it is known what the 
city’s share of the state burden will be. 

The action of Mayor Childs in recommending only enough 
money to enable the office of the Director of Public Works 
to function until May first is the chief topic of interest at the 
present time. This office, created about two years ago, has 
supervised and co-related the work of the water, street and 
engineering departments. Whether or not the office has 
proved its worth or will prove its worth within a reasonable 
length of time is the question to be decided. The Mayor 
apparently believes that it is worth looking into as his action 
makes it possible to continue the office by recommending an 
additional appropriation later. If the office is worth while 
we do not believe that the aldermen will find it difficult to 
convince the Mayor to this end. 


Three Newton girls had a part in 
the first of the annual series of teas 
of the Student Government Associa- 
tion at Radcliffe College this week 
Wednesday. The tea for members of 
the department of languages and lit- 
erature and their wives was held in 
Agassiz House. Miss Madeline Col- 
lins of Beechcroft rd.. Newton: Miss 
Eleanor Vanderhoof of Dexter rd., 
Newtonville, and Miss Marguerite 
Bancroft of Oakleigh rd., Newton, 
were among the ushers. 

Newton again has earned distinction 
in the matter of scholarships. Cornelia 
Brown of 148 Dickinson rd.. Newton 
Highlands, becomes the second New- 
ton girl in two years to win one of 
the three W.hite Open Scholarships to 
Swarthmore College at Swarthmore. 
Henna. ‘Miss Brown, now’ a senior at 
Newton High School, expects to enter 
Swarthmore in September. There 
were 150 candidates applying for the 
three scholarships with 19 states be- 
ing represented in addition to the 
District of Columbia. Canada. Cuba, 
and China. These scholarships are 
based on the general plan of the 
Rhodes Scholarships with $500 a year 
for four years awarded the three can- 
didates showing the greatest promise 
in qualities of womanhood, force of 
character and leadership, and in lit- 
erary and scholastic ability and at- 
tainments. The scholarships may be 
held for four years if a high standing 
in college is maintained. At Newton 
High Miss Brown has maintained an 
unusually high scholastic record, is^ a 
member of the National Honor So- 
ciety and particularly interested in 
social work.

FREE SPEECH AND THOUGHT 

To the Editor. 

Deur Sir: 

Recently you printed n letter from 
Mr. James A. Waters concerning Dr. 
Klrtley F. Mather, and advocating 
that he resign from the School Com- 
mittee because he is a member of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. I 
ask that you print this letter also. 

Whether Mr. Waters knows it or 
not, our Constitution guarantees free 
speech and the right of free assembly 
to every citizen, and anyone who in 
any way tries to take those rights 
away from Americans is in the deep- 
est sense subversive, un-American, 
and attempting to act in an un-Con- 
stitutional manner. That regrettably 
these rights need defense, is the rea- 
son for the existence of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. Freedom 
of speech means just that, literally. 
Freedom to disagree with Mr. Waters, 
as well as freedom to agree with him. 

Harvard men are justly proud of 
the stand taken hv Charles William 
Eliot, ex-president of the university, 
who when a professor disagreed with 
him said. “I disagree with your opin- 
ions. sir, but I will defend to the lust 
ditch your right to express them,” 
and gave the professor the chance to 
publish his views by the university 
press. That is the kind of American- 
ism we admire. 

In these critical times, when every 
important issue is controversial, we 
need more than ever before the right 
to discuss freely all sides of any 
question. I feel confident, even if Mr. 
Waters does not. that the intelli- 
gence of the American people will bo 
able to sift the true from the false, 
if given a fair chance. We don't 
need self-appointed dictators to tell 
us what to think. 

As for Dr. Mather, he is a fair- 
minded. intelligent and honest man, u 
man of good will. We ought to have 
more citizens like him. Personally I 
am rather tired of those who talk 
loudly about “our democratic form of 
government,” and then by their un- 
holy scramble after money, und their 
determined attack on civil liberties, 
are doing their best to undermine it. 

I am willing to grant Mr. Waters 
his right to his own point of view. 
Will he grant me the same right?

A large and appreciative audience 
was in attendance at the West New- 
ton Lyceum on Monday evening. The 
debate was on tlie question — “Shall 
women who pay a tax on $1000 have 
the ballot?” Miss Mary Eastman of 
Lowell argued that when our fore- 
fathers suid— "All men are horn free 
and equal.” they forgot women. She 
said all men were free except black 
men. and then came a day when many 
noble men laid down their lives to 
free them. Now all men can vote ex- 
cept Chinamen, and we come to 
women. We ask you before God have 
you a right to speak for yourself and 
another? 

James T. Allen said that in his 
youthful days lie was a gushing expo- 
nent of women’s rights, but with ma- 
ture years of manhood he had become 
conservative. Has not this country 
been plunged into grief because of 
too much suffrage? We must go hack 
o tlie primitive stage of suffrage 
where education and property value, 
as well as moral character were the 
requisites of every voter. Woman is 
man’s equal in some respects, but not 
in physical strength. The male lights 
and protects tlie female; government 
rests on force. Suffrage is a positive 
force; men are positive, women neg- 
ative. A true woman who lias wo- 
manly elements of character, does not 
want to vote. Every woman if she 
desires, has a silent influence on the 
hullot. Strong minded women who 
want to vote have been knocking at 
tlie doors of political parties for years, 
and to the party that will pledge its 
support, these women will ally them- 
selves. regardless of principles. 

Rev. Mr. Barnard thought women 
ure superior to men. We do not ask 
men if they are worth $1000 before 
they can vote, und we are trying to 
help paupers, insane and criminals 
with whom we class women by depriv- 
ing them of the right to vote. Thomas 
Drew argued that God has arranged 
that man should be the natural pro- 
tector of woman; the male in almost 
every instance will light for his mate. 
It has been stated many times that 
women will purify politics. This is 
false for when some unscrupulous man 
wants to pass a bill before Congress 
or the Legislature, he employs a wo- 
man to use her arts on the lords of 
creation, and they frequently succeed, 
for they are diabolical sometimes, as 
well as womanly. 

Nathaniel T. Allen said tlie day is 
past when we can deprive women 
of the right to vote. We must meet 
this question as men. In our homes, 
schools and wherever woman has been 
placed, she has proved herself tlie 
equal of man. The law should he re- 
moved from the statutes which de- 
prives a woman of owning her own 
clot lies. A tew years ago here 
Newton a man pushed his wife out of 
their home, withheld her clothing and 
jewelry, and she has not been able 
to get them since. Miss Eastman 
closed the debate by saying that as 
regards women's ability to fight if 
brute force is to lie used, there are 
women in tlie lowest walks of life who 
could lie trained to tight, blit we do 
not propose to argue tlie question 
from that point. Most of us are Re- 
publicans and believe in universal suf- 
frage. and tlie time is coming when 
you will lie glad to call on women 
to help you for corruption and bank- 
ruptcy will sooner or later lie felt. 
How many towns and cities are free 
from debt? Why such extravagances in 
public buildings and other expendi- 
tures of peoples’ money? In the 
household it is tlie woman who is tlie 
economist. Now we need the econ- 
omy of women in the State. We be- 
lieve in educating women to a higher 
standard and in earning our own sup- 
port so we will be able to meet tlie 
great questions of life.

sense that the fundamental princi- 
ple of democracy is sharing; and we 
can preserve the entire freedom of 
our educational system, of our reli- 
gion, of our press, and bring about 
the evolution of industry from the 
older fascist into the newer demo- 
cratic conception and preserve for 
ourselves the benefits of the capi- 
talistic system.” 

Now, Mr. Waters is not half as 


concerned with education for democra- 
cy as I am. I am not sure that it will 
please him to know that (in my opin- 
ion) the above quotations represent 
tlie feelings of every Newton school 
teacher. In fact I can testify thut 
they are mildly amused at the infer- 
ence that they would become willing 
tools of communist Russia. Mr. Wa- 
ters cannot begin to realize how con- 
servative Newton’s teachers are: nor, 
apparently, is he aware that histori- 
cally one of education’s functions is 
to preserve the State. And our State 
is Democracy. 

But tlie seriousness of the situation 
lies, to my humble way of thinking, 
not in the direction to which Mr. Wa- 
ters points, but behind his back, — 
the superposing of regulations, oaths. 


and other restrictions which stand 
for the very "Intolerance and Force 
in government” which is, in one word, 
Fascism. 

Mr. Waters may disagree with mo 
that the state of affairs in some sec- 
tions of Beacon Hill represents fas- 
cism, but he lias tlie testimony of 
the feeling of Newton's school teach- 
ers on the subject of conditions in 
the Department of Education (see the 
GRAPHIC, Feb. 14). If Mr. Waters’ 
concern for the future of Democra- 
cy in these beloved United States (no 
oath or law compelled the adjective 
“beloved”) is as genuine as he im- 
plies, let us join forces against hydra- 
headed fascism before it is too late.

Interesting 

Reports At 
Board Meeting 

The Newton Federation Executive 
Board met on Monday, February 24th, 
in the Immanuel Baptist Church, New- 
ton, at 10 a. m., and besides the ap- 
peal for car drivers among the club- 
women by the Red Cross, as an- 
nounced last week, heard the fol- 
lowing informative reports on work 
accomplished and planned by com- 
mittees. 

Mrs. J. Earle Parker, president, 
gave a report from Miss Elizabeth P. 
Bartlett on the Christmas Seals, to 
the effect that of the 10,469 letters 
sent out 7,482 had been answered, and 
the amount of money received to 
date $5,423.71, but it is very neces- 
nary to hear from the 2,987 unan- 
swered letters in order to carry on 
the work in the Health Camps this 
coming summer. 

Mr. Julius Lucht, Head Librarian 
of the Newton library, asked the Fed- 
eration to assist in financing the Sto- 
ry Hours for the children. The income 
from the Mary Shannon Fund has de- 
preciated so much it is necessary to 
have help to carry on this very inter- 
esting and successful hour. Mr. 
Lucht mentioned the crowded condi- 
tions which have existed at the New- 
ton Highlands Branch and the hope 
that the large room which the School 
Committee has given downstairs In 
the building may he fitted up into a 
real Children’s Library. He stated 
also that a room with an outside en- 
trance in the new school building at 
Oak Hill will cover the present needs 
in that location, and that Chestnut 
Hill is the only section in Newton 
without a branch library. 

Mrs. David Black brought a mes- 
sage from Mrs. Ernest Cobb, chair- 
man of Motion Pictures, asking that 
the clubwomen of Newton work to 
put through a vote at the next Nation- 
al Convention against crime pictures, 
so to prevent the "crime ideal" in 
children. 

Mrs. Worth, of the All Newton Mu- 
sic School, gave a number of very in- 
teresting statistics regarding private 
lessons, orchestra work, coaching and 
recital in the school. 

Mrs. Francis Williams, of the New- 
ton Hospital Aid Association, ap- 
pealed for assistance to the Benefit 
Shop by gifts of clothing, especially 
men’s and children’s; of furniture, or 
of anything usable in the home. Mrs. 
Williams covered briefly the won- 
derful work done for the Newton 
Hospital by the Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion in furnishing new and latest type 
instruments, fluoroscope, oxygen 
tanks, breast pumps, bathing tables, 
skeleton, electrocardiograph, etc. 

A request that birds he given food, 
and that the tent caterpillar menace 
he taken care of immediately by cut- 
ting branches where tents are form- 
ing, was made by Mrs. Edwin H. Dyer, 
of tlie Conservation committee. Mrs. 
Dyer mentioned the opposition to the 
new’ sky-line road at Blue Hills, ap- 
propriation for which has been includ- 
ed in the budget requirements of the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 

Mrs. Herbert F. Blair, chairman of 
Education in the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, spoke 
very earnestly in regard to any pos- 
sible action of the clubwomen of 
Massachusetts in keeping politics out 
of education. 

Mrs* J. Porter Russell, chairman 
of International Relations, reported 
several very profitable "get-togethers” 
by her committee; also the recent 
four-day Conference on International 
Relations held in New York City. Re- 
ferring to "entangling alliance" Mrs. 
Russell asked the women to go hack 
153 years to the time of the birth of 
our nation, when the last of the Brit- 
ish troops left New York, when man- 
ufacturing of all kinds was paralyzed, 
articles of confederation could not 
be agreed upon, State boundaries could 
not be decided, and then a Constitu- 
tion to form a more perfect Union 
was signed. Mrs. Russell suggested 
that the women go home and read 
Washington’s "Farewell Address," and 
interpret for themselves "entangling 
alliances". 

Mrs. Benjamin D. Miller, chairman 
of the Social committee, gave a re- 
port of funds left from the Tea on 
Presidents’ Day.

At the Mid-Winter Meeting of the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
held at the Hotel Bradford. Bostou. 
on February 27th, action taken by 
delegates upon Legislative measures 
is of interest to report. By a vote 
of 300 in favor to 219 opposed, the 
delegates went on record in favor of 
Biennial Sessions of the State Leg- 
islature. Of the 649 delegates present, 
130 did not vote on this question, ap- 
parently not being in favor. If they 
had voted in accordance with Parlia- 
mentary procedure, "when in doubt 
vote against", in order that a raeas 
ure which they did not tuVor should 
not pass, the vote would have been 
about even, which, perhaps, is more 
nearly correct as to the opinion of 
all the clubwomen of the Slate. 

A. Resolution adopled with a chorus 
of approval, on the contrary, was 
one of protest against the removal 
by Governor Curley of Dr. Payson 
Smith as Commissioner of Education. 
Thia uctiou, almost unprecedented 
in thia large organization, which is 
entirely nonpartisan politically, was 
upproved in the following wording: 

"We move that the delegate body 
of the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, following the 
action of the National Educational 
Association, protest, as contrary to 
the principles upon which the public 
schools of America were founded, any 
removal or appointment of a teacher, 
adminiatrutor, or any other employe 
of these schools, on the basis of, or in 
any manner because of, political or 
partisan considerations." 

This was a modification of a more 
druatic proposul of the morning, sug 
gesling that “former Commissioners 
have beeu chosen for scholarship, 
professionaj .-training, administrative 
ability, and proved leadership," and 
that "these factors si**miugly received 
alight consideration" in the recent up 


pointment. It urged that the dele- 
gates "go on record as condemning 
the recent action of the Governor 
and his Council in thus lowering the 
standard of the Department of Educa- 
tion." 

Enthusiastic applnuse greeted the 
proposal. Only the fact that a par- 
liamentary ruling, that in its form, 
ns a Resolution, it was ineligible for 
presentation without having first been 
acted upon by the committee on Res- 
olutions. prevented its immediate con- 
sideration.

Mayor Submits 
Budget for 1 936 

(Continued from page 1) 

an increase in salary proposed for the 
Deputy Collector and clerks’ salaries, 
in the City Clerk's department 
several increases in salaries for 
clerks were approved by the Mayor 
bringing the estimate for the ensuing 
year to $7828 as compared with $6656 
expended last year. 

The estimate for the Engineering 
Department is $43,822.33 as compared 
with $35,254.20 expended last year. 
The increase is partly accounted for 
by the fact that an engineer who last 
year was paid by the Water Depart- 
ment is now' assigned to the Engineer- 
ing Department, and an additional 
draftsman has been appointed. An- 
other expense is the purchase of pito- 
meters at a cost of $1000. This pur- 
chase will permit the city to make its 
own tests on water mains instead of 
paying a considerable sum to an out- 
side firm for such service as has been 
done the past few years. Another rea- 
son of the increase in this depart- 
ment is the purchase of new auto- 
mobiles at a cost of $2611.38. 

The Mayor reduced the figures sub- 
mitted by the Public Buildings De- 
partment by over $4000. Building 
Commissioner Hageman asked for a 
salary increase from $4600 to $5000— 
and it was not approved by the 
Mayor. The estimate for mainten- 
ance of schools was cut $3000 from 
the figures submitted by Hage- 
man, and the estimate for mainten- 
ance of other public buildings was 
cut $1000 by the Mayor. Even with 
these cuts, large increases over 1935 
are recommended for the mainten- 
ance of public buildings. Last year 
the amount expended on school build- 
ings was $41,383.96; this year $57,325 
is recommended. For maintenance of 
other buildings $9928 was expended 
last year; this year $13,670 is recom- 
mended. 

In the Police Department budget 
the Mayor lopped off $23,000 from the 
figures estimated by Chief Hughes. 
The chief asked for 12 additional pa- 
trolmen; the Mayor recommends 3. 
The chief asked for $5884 for a new 
ambulance, new cruising cars and 
motorcycles. The mayor cut this 
figure to $2000 which indicates that 
the old ambulance will continue to 
be used. The Mayor approves the 
chief’s recommendation for $300 to 
permit the latter to attend the police 
chiefs’ convention at Kansas City. 

The mayor cut the budget of Chief 
Kandlett for the Fire Department by 
$10,000. The chief asked for 5 addl* 
tional firemen; the mayor turned 
this down. Other cuts were for main- 
tenance of apparatus from $9500 to 
$7000, and signal boxes from $1187 
to $486. The Mayor approves the 
chief s recommendation of $8000 for 
u new combination pumper at Engine 
3 station. 

The budget of the Health Depart- 
ment— $68,630.50 is an increase of 
about $8500 from the 1935 budget. 
This jump is caused in part by an 
increase of the amount necessary for 
the Health Officer’s salary of $400 from 
last year because it is on a full year's 
basis for 1936: because the agent s 
salary of $3000 was paid partly by 
the Water Department last year, and 
because an additional clerk is asked 
for. Another increase is in laboratory 
expenses— from $299.66 in 1935 to an 
estimated $1600 this year. 


The Mayor cut the budget estimate 
of the Welfare Department from $426,- 
390.43 to $374,099.90. These cuts are 
on such items as for relief for poor, 
mother'll aid and old age assistance, 
and have been customarily made, but, 
undoubtedly further appropriations 
for these forms of aid will have to 
be made during the year. In 1935 
the expenses of the Welfare Depart- 
ment wre $402,955.83. The only cut 
in the budget of $1,433,764.72 submit- 
ted by the School Department was 
$3000 which reduced the estimate 
for fuel, power and water from $60,000 
to $57,000. The budget for the Li- 
brary Department, $88,520.50, shows 
an increase of about $6000 over what 
was expended last year. Of this 
amount $2500 is for increase in sal- 
aries of assistants. Mayor Childs in 
his inaugural address stated the li- 
brary employees in Newton have been 
underpaid. 

The budget of the Playground De- 
partment as submitted by Commis- 
sioner Hermann, was cut about $20,- 
000 by the Mayor. These cuts were 
mostly on two items — resurfacing the 
playground at Day School, and work 
at the high school playground. The 
budget of the Street Department as 
estimated by Commissioner Mahoney, 
was slashed about $18,500 by the 
Mayor whose estimate totals $910,- 
786.65.

a genuine threat to American, or any 
other kind, of democracy. Let us de- 
feat the teacher’s oath law." said Mr. 
Morley. "I urge this Forum to make 
the weight of its disapproval felt at 
next Thursday’s hearing on this ques- 
tion." 

Introduced by Mrs. Ruth Wolfe 
Fuller, Mr. Morley alternately edified 
and diverted his audience by a talk 
which covered everything from liter- 
ary trend to the theory of dynamics, 
the latest Chaplin picture I which, he 
observed. Is a masterpiece of satire on 
our modern civilization). Beacon Hill, 
which, he said, should lie called " Ba- 
con Hill," and West Newton, which 
he described as "the symbolic Ameri- 
can community." 

His talk may perhaps be best sum- 
marized by quoting a few of the more 
poetic and epigrammatic thoughts 
with which it was enriched: 

"There ought to be more singing 
in civilization.” 

"My problem, and in fact every- 
body’s problem, is not to go running 
to fires when it isn’t our house burn- 
ing down.’’

"I find that reading detective stories 
provides the perfect anodyne for the 
distractions of the day." 

It is symbolic of human life that 
one should have to conclude just when 
one is approaching the beginning.” 

"Novelists of today are developing 
a streamlined technique. The modern 
novel has to move more rapidly and 
more suavely and with less "gadget- 
eria" to impede its progress and dis- 
tract the reader’s attention."

Family For

Want Community 
Centre at Newton 
Upper Falls 


About 100 residents of Newton Up- 
per Falls met in the Emerson School 
hall on Monday night to discuss the 
need of a community center for that 
village. Representatives of the vari- 
ous groups in the community were 
chosen to appear on Wednesday night 
at a public hearing held in City Hall 
before the Public Buildings Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen. This 
hearing was attended by about 150 
residents of Newton Upper Falls. Al- 
derman John Temperley (an Upper 
Falls resident) presided as chairman 
of tlie committee. Robert McLaugh- 
lin introduced the various speakers 
who represented the different groups 
of Upper Fallites. 

Clarence Churchill, principal of the 
Emerson School told of the need of a 
supervised centre for the benefit of 
the young people of Upper Falls. 
George Graf. Scout Master of Troop 
14, Boy Scouts, said a community 
center would provide a needed, larger 
meeting place for the Scouts. Mrs. 
Mary Oldfield presented a similar ar- 
gument in behalf of the Girl Scouts. 
Richard Walsh spoke for the Boys' 
Club and Kenneth Newcomb for the 
Young Men’s Club of the M. E. 
Church. Mrs. Albert Proctor, presi- 
dent of the Upper Falls Woman's 
Club, said a community center would 
provide a suitable meeting place for 
the club. Robert McLaughlin, speak- 
ing for the Upper Fallls Improve- 
ment Association, said it is 100% in 
favor of the project. 

Thomas W. White told of the fine 
community spirit which the people of 
Upper Falls have shown in the past 
and the support they have always 
given city wide drives for philan- 
thropic purposes. He said a com- 
munity center will aid in promoting 
tlie social and moral welfare of the 
village. Rev. G. Vaughan Shedd, pas- 
tor of the Upper Falls M. E. Church 
told of his experiences as a member 
of the Newton Welfare Committee. 
He said a community centre is need- 
ed both for the youth of the village 
and also for the unemployed. It will 
aid them physically, mentally and 
morally. Rev. James Whitman, pas- 
tor of the Second Baptist Church, said 
his parishioners favor the erection 
of a community centre.

Aldermen Want 

Ellis Retained 


The Public Works Committee of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen at a 
meeting last Thursday night voted to 
request the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen to request Mayor Childs to 
retain Richard H. Ellis as Director of 
Public Works.

A hearing was held at the State 
House on Tuesday morning before 
the Legislative Committee on Cities 
on a hill presented by Mayor Childs 
and City Solicitor Bartlett which 
would give authority to the Newton 
Board of Aldermen during 1936 to 
revise the Ward lines in this city so 
as to create seven Wards with an 
approximate equal number of voters 
in each Ward. This bill is in accord 
with a vote taken by the 1935 Board 
of Aldermen late last year which re- 
solved that the Mayor and City Sol- 
icitor be requested to ask legislation 
seeking such authority. 

At the hearing on Tuesday City 
Solicitor Bartlett stated that the bill 
would permit the Newton aldermen 
to do this year what they could have 
done in 1934 without special legisla 
tion. Each 10 years a city may re- 
vise its Ward lines and 1934 was the 
year during which Newton had this 
privilege. Mr. Bartlett explained that 
new Ward lines were planned by the 
Assessors Department in 1934 and ac- 
cepted by the aldermanic committee 
dealing with this matter. Because of 
strong opposition from a couple of 
precincts which would have been div- 
ided. notably Waban, the Aldermen 
decided not to make any change inas- 
much as it was then late in Decem- 
ber. Mr. Bartlett explained that 
Wards 1 and 7 in Newton have about 
3000 voters each, whereas Wards 5 
and 6 have more than double that 
number. The latter two Wards are 
those which have the most undevel- 
oped land and will increase more in 
population. He said it is unfair to 
have such disproportionate represen- 
tation. He also stated that the As- 
sessors of Newton have been delayed 
in properly arranging their books be- 
cause of the failure to redistrict the 
Wards. House Chairman Chase of 
the (’ommittee on Cities informed 
Mr. Bartlett that a Constitutional 
amendment passed by the State in 
1930 would have to be considered in 
the changing of the Ward lines as it 
might make two elections in the dif- 
ferent wards necessary. 

Alderman Clarence Colby of Ward 
7 told the committee that by a unan- 
imous vote of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night, the 18 
members present (Aldermen Inches. 
Lyon and Walker absent) he had 
been authorized to appear at the 
hearing and favor the bill. He 
showed a map to illustrate to the 
committee the fact that Wards 5 and 
6 contain fcbout haJf the area of 


Newton. He explained that Wards 
1. 2, 3, 4 and 7 contain 39,804 resi- 
dents; Wards 5 and 6 have 26,191. 
The taxable value of property in 
Wards 5 and 6 is $70,200,000; in the 
other five Wards $76,700,000. The 
value of property in Wards 1 and 7 
is $23,800,000. He said the condi- 
tion of disparity Is rapidly growing 
worse and that last year he gave 
nine months of his best efforts to 
devise a plan which will remedy this 
situation. He had submitted a plan 
for new Ward lines, and although 
public hearings were held on the mat- 
ter. the aldermen took no definite ac- 
tion until the end of the year when 
the resolution was passed requesting 
the Mayor and City Solicitor to seek 
legislation empowering the 1936 
Board of Aldermen to make the 
changes. Mr. Colby said he favored 
the passage of the bill. 

Representative Warren K. Brimble- 
com spoke in opposition to the bill. 
He said the bill would give permis- 
sion to the Aldermen to make the 
changes in Ward lines, whereas in his 
opinion such an important matter 
ought to be submitted to the voters 
of the city on a referendum. He said 
the matter is being handled the 
wrong way; that the aldermen shonld 
determine just what is wanted before 
they petition the Legislature for spe- 
cial legislation. He said that he was 
authorized to record Representative 
Baker in opposition to the bill insofar 
as it gave Newton special legislation 
when the regular opportunity had 
been passed over. He traced the agi- 
tation for new Ward lines recalling 
that it was started about 8 years ago 
by a group of Newton Center resi- 
dents. The matter was referred to 
by Mayor Weeks in his first inaug- 
ural in 1930. but action on it was 
deferred until 1934. The Aldermen 
in that year delayed until December 
before taking up the plan devised by 
the Assessors which aroused suffi- 
cient opposition that it was dropped. 

Mr. Brirablecom referred to the bill 
filed with the Legislature last year 
by former Aldermen Earle, Sproat 
and Powers and David Greer which 
sought to change the city charter so 
that each Ward would elect two of 
its own aldermen, elections would be 
held biennially and the Ward lines of 
the city revised. He told how an 
agreement was reached to have a 
local committee study the situation 
and when that could not be brought 
about the Legislative Committee of 
(Continued on Page 10)

THE FIGHT FOR ECONOMY 

Press reports last evening indicated that the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Committee of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature * were in accord in reducing the state 
budget proposed by Governor Curley. In a public statement 
they opposed a bond issue of $9,000,000 constituting the larger 
part of the thirteen millions of dollars they would eliminate 
from the proposed total of approximately seventy millions of 
dollars. The magnitude of their task can best be appreciated 
when it is taken into consideration that some 400 specific items 
are covered in the reductions sought by the majority of the 
committee which has the budget under consideration. Inci- 
dentally the reductions suggested do hot result in any salary 
decreases although it is stated that no increases will be 
favored. The members issuing the statement further indi- 
cated that they would insist upon a return to the “pay-as-you- 
go” policy this year and that they would strenuously oppose 
any further bond issues. The full committee is now con- 
sidering the revisions proposed and it is anticipated that it 
will be nearly two weeks more before the appropriations bill 
will be before the House of Representatives for debate. With 
public interest in state expenditures at the highest point ever, 
the fight for economy will undoubtedly be one of the highlights 
of the present legislative session. 


TROUBLE IN EUROPE 

The European situation is provoking a lot of thought and 
comment on the part of many citizens. No one can know what 
developments will take place which may plunge the whole 
of Europe into war. The slightest incident may be the match 
which will start a most disastrous conflagration. Most cer- 
tainly it is obvious that we in America do not want war. We 
have no desire to participate in another orgy of waste of human 
lives such as that which took place twenty years ago. It is 
said history repeats itself. In one respect this fact is indicated 
by Dictator Hitler’s scrapping of the Versailles treaty and 
Locarno pact. Twenty-two years ago the German Emperor 
treated a solemn promise as nothing but a “scrap of paper.” 
The questions which the American public is asking are: will 
there be war and will the United States of America be drawn 
in despite all efforts to remain aloof? We can only hope and 
pray that a way may be found to settle the European difficulties 
other than by war. If Europe does turn to war every possible 
step must be taken to preserve American neutrality. 


FLOOD WARNINGS 

The rain of the past two days has brought with it the usual 
threat of spring floods. The Charles River has risen to a new 
record height, brooks and streams are swollen with the fresh- 
ets from melting snows and rain. Multiply this local condition 
and one can visualize to some extent the conditions in Ver- 
mont, northern New York, and other regions where floods 
are imminent. Preparations are being made to relieve the 
suffering of those left homeless and in want from the ravages 
of nature. On many occasions in the past the Red Cross 
organization has proved its value. Once more it stands ready.

Letter To Editor of GRAPHIC: 

The inefficiency of our School 
Committee, Board of Health or some- 
one else is my excuse for this com- 
munication. For months past fre- 
quent complaints have been made of 
the stench caused by gasses in the 
Underwood School at Newton probab- 
ly from cesspools beneath the cellar 
floor in the building. I visited the 
place today und although six windows 
in the cellar were open, the gases 
were too poignant for any strong, 
healthy man to stay there 4 to 6 
hours a day and expect to retain 
any degree of health. The windows 
above the cellar were also open, thus 
allowing the indraft to get into the 
rooms occupied by the scholars. The 
teachers have complained all winter, 
one or two have been so badly affected 
as to cause frequent vomiting; sev- 
eral pupils have also suffered, and 
some parents have taken their chil- 
dren from the school because of sick- 


ness caused by tlie foul air of the

CITIZEN. 
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In connection with the latest "snfe- 
ty drive” in Massachusetts nppenls 
were made last Sunday from pulpits 
and altars of churches from the stand- 
point of a moral issue for persons to 
operate automobiles with due regard 
for tlio lives and safety of their fel- 
low men and women. This typo of 
appeal is commendable and may have 
some beneficial results. But, tlie mur- 
der and maiming of men, women and 
children by speeding, reckless 
drunken drivers will continue to an 
appalling degree until fixing is stopped 
and the law enforced. It is interest- 
ing — and disgusting, to observe 
spectable, law abiding citizens,” po- 
licemen, and public officials who have 
taken oath to conscientiously prose- 
cute those who violate the laws, and 
mete out punishment to persons found 
guilty, connive and collude to ex- 
culpnte autoists who are responsible 
for the killing or injuring of others. 
Persons who would not dare attempt 
to aid in preventing tlie just punish- 
ment of a man (or woman) who had 
shot, stabbed or blackjacked some vic- 
tim. don’t hesitate to use whatever in- 
fluence they possess in helping some 
friend or neighbor responsible for nn 
automobile casualty to escape retri- 
bution. 

The writer is not a disciple of Neal 
Dow or Carrie Nation and sympathizes 
with some of the “good fellow’s" who 
never got into trouble before, hut, who 
have the misfortune to become in- 
volved in some automobile accident be- 
cause they took one drink too much, 
or drove too fast. However, if these 
"good fellows” tako a chance, realiz- 
ing the thousands of deaths and in- 
juries caused by other autoists who 
take chances, they too should take 
their medicine if they cause an acci- 
dent involving personal injuries or 
property damage. Until these "good 
fellows” are punished for violating 
automobile laws, and until "law abid- 
ing” citizens cease in their hypocrit- 
ical activities in aiding accident- 
causing autoists to evade punishment, 
all safety drives will avail little. 

Hundreds of persons in Newton 
were saddened tills week because of 
the death of Archie Keefe of Boyd 
st. He had made a valiant fight 
against terrific odds since last July, 
and had apparently won the battle 
when he had a relapse. 

The renewal of the movement to 
revise Ward lines in this city for 
the purpose of giving more equitable 
representation in the Board of Al- 
dermen to Wards 5 and 6 was evi- 
denc'd by the hearing at the State 
House on Tuesday. This action can 
he attributed for the most part to 
the interest which Alderman Colby of 
Ward 7 lias shown and is showing in 
this matter. Other members of the 
Board, like citizens of Newton in gen- 
eral. have not evinced much concern 
over the question. While we differ 
with Mr. Colby on his views in this 
problem, we credit him with being 
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quite sincere and unselfish regarding 
It. He proposes to merge Ward 1 
with Ward 7. This would reduce the 
number of Aldermen from these two 
Wards from 6 to 3 and Mr. Colby 
as the Junior Alderman from Ward 7 
would probably he legislated out of 
office. 

in our opinion there is no great 
need for any specinl legislation to 
change Ward lines at present. New- 
ton has been well governed and its 
people are seemingly quite satisfied. 
It must he admitted that the South 
Side of the city. Wards 5 and 6. have 
not a proportionate representation 
in the Board of Aldermen. When 
n change will be made to give these 
sections more Aldermen, the simple 
and practical way to do it is— to 
split each of these large Wards into 
two Wards, thus enlarging tlie num- 
ber of Wards in the city to nine. 
This would provide for future 
growth at the South Side, where most 
of Newton’s growth in years to come 
will occur, and it will permit the 
older parts of the city on the North 
and West sides to continue in the 
same units they now are. Newton 
lias gained an enviable reputation as 
one ,of the outstanding residential 
communities in tlie United States. It 
has not gained tills distinction by ac- 
cident. The early development of the 
city into villages located approxi- 
mately one mile apart, each with its 
own social life, with its own schools 
and churches, created a com'munlty 
spirit unknown in most places. And 
this community spirit was fused into 
an unselfish co-operation for city- 
wide benefit through the media of 
tlie high school, fraternal organiza- 
tions and social clubs. There has 
been little pulling and hauling Do- 
tween the various villages for specinl 
advantages in the past. Proof of this 
is shown by the fnet that tlie Newton 
Corner section, which has had two 
2 members of tlie School Committee, 
has neither asked for nor received as 
many public improvements as have 
some other sections of the city. New- 
ton has not been provincial. We 
should continue the village units, so- 
cially and politically, to perpetuate 
the community spirit which has made 
Newton what it is. We should con- 
tinue to allow such districts as Ward 
1 to remain unchanged so that its 
residents will not become a minor- 
ity by being merged with another sec- 
tion of the city. Incidentally, this 
Ward has been the stronghold of 
Mayor Childs, and criticism is heard 
there because of tie- Mayor allowing 
his name to be used as the sponsor 
of the bill which would in all prob- 
ability result in Ward 1 becoming 
absorbed into a larger Ward. And 
criticism is also heard of certain 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
who voted on last Monday night to 
endorse the bill which would cause 
material changes in th© North Side 
Wards, members who previously 
had opposed such a plan.

T. B. Tests For 

School Children 


The Newton Health Department has 
placed In the larger libraries of the 
cities colorful displays to attract the 
attention of the parents of children 
of Junior High School age to read 
ing matorial on tuberculosis. Dur- 
ing the week of April 27th the Health 
Department and the School Depart 
rhent in co-operation with the physi- 
cians of the Middlesex sanltorium will 
hold the annual Chadwick Clinics for 
the detection of tuberculosis. Chil- 
dren of the seventh, ninth and elev- 
enth grades are eligible for this ex- 
amination. Pamphlets describing the 
test, the reason for the test, the va- 
rious types of tuberculosis, the im- 
portance of examining adolescent chil- 
dren and mimeographed sheets de- 
scribing the tuberculosis situation in 
Newton will be available for parents 
to take home and study at their leis- 
ure. 

f'arents of Newton school children 
will receive circulars explaining the 
simple method of giving the test, of 
the x-ray and physical examinations 
w’hich are given free to children who 
show a positive reaction to the test, 
and the importance of discovering 
whether or not children have traces 
ot “T. B." 

The tuberculin test is made by rub- 
bing a drop of tuberculin on the skin 
of the forehead. A red elevation on 
the skin at the spot tested means a 
positive test. Last year in Newton 
about 3 out of every 20 children test- 
ed were "positive.” All "positives” 
are then x-rayed to determine the ex- 
tent of Infection in the chest. About 
C out of every 30 children x-rayed 
shows signs of gland infection or 
other condition requiring physical ex- 
amination. This examination is given 
later and reports are sent to the par- 
ents and to the family physician. In 
Newton last year 1463 children in the 
7th, 9th, and 11th grades took the 
test. This year parents of about 3000 
children are being offered the oppor- 
tunity to have the test made.

Miss Hilga S. Nelson, Executive 
Director of tho Newton District 
Nursing Association, emphasized in 
her report ut tho Monthly Meeting, 
that the cold, snows, rains and thaws 
of February have not prevented the 
staff of nurses from their duties of 
making a total of 1397 visits to pa- 
tients, 689 of which were bedside 
cases. 

Mrs. Albert S. Hutchinson presided 
at the meeting as tho President, Mrs. 
Louis W. Arnold, was in New York 
attending a meeting on Tuesday, 
March 10, sponsored by the National 
Organization of Public Health Nurs- 
ing. The luncheon speech of that 
meeting “Who Owns Health?’’ given 
by Professor Howard W. Haggard of 
Yale was broadcast over WBZ as it 
concerned all who are interested in 
Public Health work. 

A gift of $30 is being made by the 
Publicity Committee to a graduate of 
the Newton Hospital to enable her 
in June to take an extra six weeks’ 
course in Public Health Work. 

The Relationships group of the Ed- 
ucational Program gave two very in- 
teresting reports. Mrs. Louis H. Mar- 
shall as chairman has been interested 
in many of Newton’s Public Services. 
She acquainted the members with the 
manifold duties of the seven school 
nurses who function directly under 
the Board of Heulth of tho city. She 
accompanied one of the school nurses 
on her round of duties and described 
in detail their work with the children. 
She showed how closely their work 
can bo integrated with that of the 
nurses employed by tho District 
Nursing Association. 

Mrs. Ho wurd P. Converse then 
aroused much interest in her sum- 
mary of tho history und growth of 
the District Nursing Association 
founded in 1898.

From that time tho growth has been 
stoudy, more nurses were added, cars 
wore provided for tho nurses, now 
clinics and services undertaken, until 
in 1935 almost 20,000 calls were made 
by tho nurses. These culls not only 
mount service to thoso actually sick 
hut a wide oducutlonul service in bet- 
tor houlth and disouuo prevention for 
the people of Newton.

Hearing At State 
House on Ward 
Line Changes

the Ronrd of Aldermen considered 
it. ThlH study resulted in the hold- 
ing of hearings at City Hall on this 
question and that only a few citi- 
zens attended any of these hearings, 
showing thero is no popular demand 
for the change. He told of bis plan 
to divide the city into nine Wards by 
splitting Ward 5 and Ward 6 into two 
Wards each. This plan would per- 
mit the other five wards to remain 
about ns they now are, and would 
provide for future growth at the South 
Side for the next 50 years. He said 
he agreed thnt the city should he 
so divided that each section shall 
have proportionate representation in 
tlie Board of Aldermen and so that 
the Assessors might be able to ar- 
range their books, but that special 
legislation should not be sought until 
some definite plan is agreed upon. 
Asked by a member of the Commit 
tee on Cities if Newton’s representa- 
tives in the Legislature had been 
consulted on this matter by the Al- 
dermen, Brimblecom replied that they 
had not been asked for any sugges- 
tions. He paid tribute to Mr. Colby 
for the time and effort he has given 
to this matter. He added that he had 
been informed that the vote of the 
aldermen on Monday night was a 
voice vote and that though no oppo- 
sition was voiced more than one 
member did not vote. 

Ex-Alderman Edward H. Powers 
said the seven Ward plan as devised 
by the Assessors split up the present 
wards so as to end village entireties 
in this city and that the simple ex- 
pedient had been used of taking tho 
territory North of the B & A tracks 
from Faneuil to West Newton as 
Ward 1. He said that the Colby plan, 
while more preferable in retaining 
village units in the same ward, would 
amalgamate Ward 1 with Ward 7 and 
end the assurance of Ward 1 resi- 
dents of selecting their Ward aider- 
man, a right they have had for 40 
years. Powers said he does not be- 
lieve in injecting partisan politics 
into Newton elections, but the work- 
ing class people of Ward 1 should 
continue to have the privilege of 
choosing their own representative in 
the aldermen. If Joined with Ward 
7 they will tie in the minority in the 
new Ward. He took issue with Al- 
derman Colby on the question of the 
desirability of a large majority of 
Newton’s aldermen being elected as 
Aldermen-at-Large and argued that 
the majority of the Board should be 
elected by Ward. In answer to Mr. 
Colby’s contention that it has been 
unfair for Wards la and 7 to have 
had more than their proportionate 
share of Aldermen, Powers said that 
although these two Wards have had 
six Aldermen and two members on 
the School Committee, other sections 
of the city have fared much better 
in obtaining schools and other public 
improvements: proof that the people 
of the two Newton Corner Wards 
did not take selfish advantage of 
their numerical strength in the city 
government. 

Joseph P. Dargon, chairman of the 
Newton Democratic City Committee 
objected to the bill. He said Ward 1 
is the only Democratic Ward in the 
city and the proposed merging of this 
Ward with some other Ward may 
cause this one stronghold of the Dem- 
ocrats in Newton to be lost. He 
agreed that some change should he 
made to give the South Side of the 
city proportionate representation in 
the Aldermen and School Committee, 
but favored the nine Ward plan as 
suggested by Representative Brim- 
blecom. Mr. Dargon said this plan 
will keep the North side Wards prac- 
tically as they now are. and create 
two new Wards in Wards 5 and 6.

Contracts Let 

For New Schools 


Public Buildings Commissioner 
Hageman awarded contracts this week 
on the new school structures to be 
erected at Waban and Oak Hill. The 
Waban school building, a four-room 
addition to the Angler School, will he 
erected by P. J. Cantwell A Son of 
South Boston. Their bid was $64,440. 
The second lowest bidder was the 
Sawyer Construction Company of 
Boston, of which C. Adrian Sawyer Is 
an executive. Their hid was $64,495. 
On PWA projects the lowest bidder, 
if responsible, must be awarded the 
contract. 

The contract for the Oak Hill 
School was awarded to A. Piotti Com- 
pany of Boston. Its bid was $174,477. 
The Sawyer Construction Co. was 
again the second lowest bidder with 
a figure of $179,240. The Oak Hill 
School will contain eight class rooms 
in the main building, and a wing will 
house the kindergarten and a branch 
library. Provision is made for the ad- 
dition of a large wing when needed. 
Work on both projects is expected to 
start next month.

The highest level ever recorded on 
the Charles River was reached Thurs- 
day when the gage at Riverside showed 
over 44 feet above sea’ level. Hundreds 
of persons visited the dams at Upper 
Falls and Lower Falls to view the 
raging torrent. Late yesterday morn- 
ing water covered Concord st. at Low- 
er Falls, causing this street to be 
closed to traffic. Sand bags were 
placed at the sluiceway dams near the 
turnpike at the Newton-Wellealey line 
to keep them * from being washed 
away. Chicken coops and other small 
structures were swept into the stream 
above Upper Falls. 

In Waltham the Moody st. dam was 
threatened and hundreds of sandbags 
were placed around it to protect the 
former mill buildings of the Waltham 
Manufactnrlng Company. In past 
years when the mills were operated 
by the former owners proper precau- 
tions were taken and an experienced 
man removed flash boards from the 
top of the dam when high water was 
expected. Those now in control of 
the property did not take the flash- 
boards off and this had added to the 
difficulties by causing a higher level 
above the dam and increasing the pres- 
sure on the structure Itself. The sew- 
ers in Waltham along the district 
around Crescent street overflowed and 
waters were spouting out of man- 
holes along the street. The Waltham 
water supply pumped from near the 
river was ordered chlorinated. 

Engineers of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission were on watch at 
all dams along the river in Water- 
town, Newton, Waltham and other 
places where there are Metropolitan

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THE FLOOD SITUATION 

It is difficult for many of us in regions remote from dis- 
astrous Hood conditions to realize the immensity of the dis- 
tress which confronts the many thousand homeless and flood- 
stricken families throughout the eastern part of the country. 
Viewing existing conditions along the Charles River in Newton 
from the Kenrick street br?dge in Oak Hill to the dam just 
below the Watertown line gives one only the slightest com- 
parison with the flooded regions of the vastly larger Connecti- 
cut, Merrimac, Ohio and other river valleys. When we witness 
a fall of water of more than four feet over the dam at Newton 
Upper Falls and read of a thirteen foot head of water over 
the Turners Falls dams, fifteen or twenty times wider and 
treble in height the imaginary comparison is almost terrifying. 

Curiously enough we have lived in Springfield, Pittsburgh 
and Haverhill, three of the focal points in the flood situation. 
It is difficult to realize that in Spr?ngfield, in the very section 
of the city where we lived that there is more than three feet 
of water, although the district is about a quarter of a mile 
from the river bank. Residents of the apartment houses were 
being moved to safer territory by relief parties in boats. In 
Pittsburgh the mam business section is considerably under 
water, being situated on the point formed as the Allegheny and 
Monongohela rivers join together to form the Ohio. In Haver- 
hill the Merrimac river has overflowed its banks to inundate the 
main business street to a depth of several feet. We know well 
the locations mentioned and the reports emanating from these 
places are almost incredible. Multiply these conditions by sim 
ilar conditions existing in hundreds of other cities, towns and 
hamlets and the havoc and damage wrought by the floods is 
almost beyond realization. 

Governmental agencies, public and private welfare organi- 
zations such as the American Red Cross, and individuals are 
turning their attention and efforts to relieving the distress 
and averting the threat of pollution and disease that is ever 
in the wake of such calamities. The replacement of bridges, the 
rebuilding of highways and other material damage will take 
months to accomplish. The immediate need is for food sup- 
plies, clothfng, medical (attention^ and funds to provide 
them. You can do your part in helping those left homeless and 
ruined by the floods by responding to the appeal of the Red 
Cross.

At eleven o’clock one would 
think it was tolling for departed bro- 
thers. And at 2 a. rn. this morning 
it went haywire completely, tolling 
for 20 minutes. Persons residing near- 
by were aroused. Residents of the 
Croyden. Vernon Court and other 
neighbors commenced inquiring if 
President Roosevelt had died. Oth- 
ers became alarmed and thought the 
Charles had broken loose and was 
flooding the city. The clock, like 
other mechanism, becomes worn 
parts during long years of service, 
uid apparently needs repairs.

Tile total of 10.54S *pledges repre- 
sents the largest number of pledges 
received in any on*- of the four cam- 
paigns.

ty drive initiated by Governor Curley.

There was 
another flood in 1896. The past w r eek 
lias seen the largest volume of wa 
ter in New England for the post 40 
years. Even the usually placid 
Charles has reached new high levels. 
Fortunately, the valley of the river 
through Newton is sufficiently broad 
so that comparatively little damage 
resulted here. Although the amount 
of water which lias been surging over 
tlie dams at Upper and Lower Falls 
and at Berals lias been impressive 
after one laid viewed the torrents 
pouring down the Merrimac or Con- 
necticut Rivers, flu* Charles appeared 
relatively insignificant.

Randolph Caldecott was born in the 
old walled town of Chester on March 
22, 1816 and went to the King Henry, 
VII School there.

Without casting reflections on other- 
wise highly respected citizens I have 
known of presiding officers who could 
create a quorum by the simple device 
of making two persons appear where 
only one was actually seated.

Such facilities ure not 
available to smaller groups, unfortu- 
nately. Among these latter bodieo, 
which meet once a month or even less 
frequently, there is the attempt to 
drag-out those who should be on hand 
but who huvo remained at home 
through indifference. Not Infrequent- 
ly It happens that the man who tried 
to "duck” the meeting but found he 
couldn’t, appears tardily and “saves 
the day.” For reluctantly doing what 
ho should have done ho is greeted as 
u hero while the conscientious regu- 
lar, who seldom fails to show up, is 
never applauded. He is taken for 
granted. Why tills should be is one 
of my pot problems.

Newton has never before made a se- 
rious hid for the honors in this twen- 
ty-five year old event, but this time 
Coach Don Enoch is escorting a com- 
plete team, probably the strongest 
pubife school track team ever devel- 
oped in New England. 

The Bowdoln meet differs from tlie 
previous winter engagements of the 
Newton athletes in that the program 
includes the mile run. the pole vault 
and the running broad jump, in addi- 
tion to the regular school events, and 
there is no standing broad jump.

In 1933 a team of five 
hoys earned fifteen points, with Doug 
Sloane taking the dash, Tom Fitzger- 
ald the mile, and the relay team win- 
ning their race in the fastest time. 
Newton will face old rivals in Brook- 
line. Everett, Lynn Classical and other 
Greater Boston schools, and many 
Maine teams as well. The Bowdoin 
meet also attracts a fast prep school 
class, including Bridgton, St. John’s, 
Hebron and Newark Prep. 

One of the high spots of the meet 
tomorrow from tlie Newton point of 
view will he the renewal of the New- 
ton-Brookline rivalry in the low hur- 
dles. Robin Hartman led the Newton 
co-captains all winter, hut got an eye- 
lash decision over Ray Huling in the 
State Meet. Although Hartman won 
both hurdle races in the Dartmouth 
interscholastics last week, tying the 
school world record for the 60-yard 
highs, Huling will have a good chance 
to turn tlie tables oil the Brookline 
star. Both high and low hurdles at 
Bowdoin will he at 45 yards. 

Wittens, Forte, Heard Favorites 

During the week the boys have been 
practicing on the T^ufts College in- 
door track, to prepare them for the 
clay and cinder surface they will run 
mi at Bowdoin. Warren Wittens ran 
the best 300 of the season on the dirt 
at Andover, so there is good cause 
to expect that he will find the foot- 
ing to his liking. Paul Forte, over- 
looked by the judges at Andover, also 
ran a front race on the dirt. If these 
two score well ill their specialties, 
Newton will he very well set to win 
their final indoor meet. 

Co-captain Ray Huling. a great com- 
petitor, will lie favored to win the 
low hurdles, after trailing Hartman 
in three races this winter, as Hurt- 
man will certainly run the highs as 
well. Nate Heard, steadily iraprov 
ing with the shot, is almost sure to 
land first or second place. Mike Re- 
gan and Mark Corthell will have tlieir 
choke of tlie 1000-yard run or the 
mile, and either may surprise with 
third or fourth points. Frank Hines, 
who broke into the limelight with 
third place in the state meet dash, 
and Don Hooper, will both enter the 
sprint. The other points will he ac- 
counted for in the broad jump and the 
relay. 

The best relay team, the combina- 
tion of Huling, Dussossoit. Mutlier and 
Wittens. may he called on. hut the 
chances are that Wittens will not lie 
needed in this last event. Jack Al- 
len lias been off form in the high 
jump, since he sprained an ankle in 
mid-season, and Newton will be with- 
out a threat in that event. Even 
without strength in the high jump 
and tlie Q00-yard run, Newton has a 
theoretical advantage of ten points 
over any other local team.

torium of one-car capacity at its sta 
tion, 1005 Bc/ylston st.. Newton High- 
lands. Mr. Page of Medford, speaking 
for tho Jenney Co., explained that | 
competition necessitates modern facili- 
ties for lubricating and greasing cars. 
He said the building will conform in 
architecture to the present structure 
at the station, will he one story high. 
40 feet from the nearest residence, and 
16 feet from tlie nearest adjoining lot 
line. The Licenses Committee dis- 
cussed the petition during the recess 
and recommended that it be granted, 
when the meeting was resumed. Al- 
derman Teniperley said he would vote 
in favor because the property to the 
west of the Jenney station is now 
zoned for business. He cautioned the 
members of the Board, however, 
against letting down the bars on busi- 
ness intruding along the turnpike. 
Alderman Rawson said the Claims 
and Rules Committee is aware of the 
situation and it favored the Jenney 
petition because it is an .extension of 
a present use and established business. 
The Board voted to grant the permit. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included — Street Department, sewer in 
Allen ave., Waban, $2338: drain in 
Bonwood rd.. Newtonville. $1430; Pub- 
lic Welfare Department. $149.10: Wa- 
ter Department, for 1935 deficit bills, 
$724.53; Water Department, to pay 
claim awarded estate of Joseph Brock- 
lesby, $4920.32: Water Department, to 
satisfy execution in case of Michael 
Shaughnessy against Lawrence feed- 
er ico. City of Newton as trustee, for 
laying of water pipes, $225.50; deficit 
bills of 1935 for various departments. 
$16,116.75; reimbursement of Patrol- 
man William Dowling. $5.43. 

Alderman Bowen for the Finance 
Committee explained that the $149.10 
hill for the Welfare Department re- 
sulted from a peculiar circumstance. 
Two markets in the city were con- 
ducted early last year by persons with 
the same name — L. Ciolfi: one at New- 
ton Centre and tlie other at Nonantum. 
Food was supplied hv one to welfare 
recipients and tlie other received the 
payment. The appropriation on Mon- 
day night was to pay tlie man at New- 
ton Centre who supplied tlie food and 
did not get paid. Mr. Bowen said the 
city is bringing suit against the man 
who was paid by mistake. In answer 
to Alderman Teniperley lie said that 
most of the amount listed in deficit 
bills for 1935 was for welfare aid to 
persons residing in other places who 
have Newton settlements, and that the 
deficit hills were less than one-half 
what they were a year ago. He ex- 
plained that tlie delay in other cities 
and towns in sending in their claims 
to Newton causes these bills to lap 
over into another year. 

Tlie resignation of Alderman Harold 
R. Keller of Ward 6 was received and 
accepted with regret. Mr. Keller was 
lected to office in December and start- 
ed his service on Jan. 1. He explained 
that since taking office lie had re- 
ceived an appointment as a civilian 
employee of tlie United States Army 
at tlie Army Base in Boston. The 
position is under civil service and who- 
ever holds it cannot remain in elective 
office. Mr. Keller said lie was reluc- 
tant to resign from the Board but the 
regulations compelled him to. Follow- 
ing his resignation, which apparently 
he and his fellow members assumed 
would go into effect at tlie conclusion 
of the meeting, Keller voted 011 the 
orders calling for tlie appropriations. 
During the recess City Solicitor Bart- 
lett informed President Floyd that as 
the resignation had become effective 
immediately upon its acceptance, it 
was necessary to rescind the vote tak- 
en on whatever orders Mr. Keller had 
voted upon. This was done, and a 
second vote was then taken on the 
orders with Keller not voting. 

The Board voted to elect a successor 
to Mr. Keller at the meeting on Apr. 6. 
According to precedent the other two 
Aldermen from Ward 6 will suggest 
tlie name of the new Aldermen to the 
Board. For several years past at 
least one member of tlie Board bus 
resigned each year. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee tlie Board refused to grant 
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a license to Anthony Proia to operate 
three billiard tables at 20 Cook st.. 
Nonantum. Chief of Police Hughes 
did not approve the location. 

A petition was received from Ray 
Anderson asking for an abatement of 
$1 per foot on betterment charges lev 
ied against his property at 2" Risley 
rd.. West Newton. Paul E. Dutelle 
of Pearl st., Newton, sent in a claim 
for damage to his automobile caused 
by a city owned truck hitting it on 
Feb. 5.

Sewers Overflow, 
Cellars Flooded 

Cellars in the business block, •552- 
564 Commonwealth ave., Newton Cen- 
tre were flooded last Friday by an 
overloaded sewer backing up. Stores 
in the building nre occupied by New 
ton Drug Company, Mandelstam Tire 
Company, Brauer’s Market, First Na- 
tional Store, Mode Beauty Shop. Dam- 
age to stock in the cellars is estimated 
at several thousands of dollars. Tho 
Newton Drug Company sent a claim 
to the city which was read at tho 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night. The cellars were pumped out 
by employees and a pump manned 
by firemen, and also pumps operated 
by employees of the Water Depart- 
ment and Sewer Division.

Aldermen Tour 
Nonantum To 
Study Zoning 

Last Saturday afternoon members 
of the Board of Aldermen, city offi- 
cials and Nonantum citizens made a 
tour of that district In connection 
with proposed zoning changes there, 
The group included Aldermen Raw 
son, Akins, Barwise, Lyon and Mc- 
Cabe; John W. Murphy, chairman of 
the Assessors; Herbert Kellaway of 
the Planning Board; Ex Aldermen 
Edward H. Powers, Conatanzo Lupo 
of the Newton Citizens Club and Ed- 
ward Fahey. 

The Planning Board has recom- 
mended to the Aldermen that certain 
districts in Nonantum be changed to 
general residence zone. Nearly all 
of Nonantum is now zoned as a man- 
ufacturing district. Much of it is 
exclusively residential in character 
and the Planning Board takes the at- 
titude that to protect residential neigh- 
borhoods in Nonantum from intru- 
sion by some manufacturing or bus- 
iness enterprise the zoning change Is 
desirable. These neighborhoods are 
not adapted either for business or 
manufacturing and the comfort of 
residents and values of properties 
could be adversely affected by the 
intrusion of any such activities. 

It is planned to hold a public meet- 
ing in the near future at Columbus 
Hall under the auspices of the New- 
ton Citizens Club, and the Aldermen 
will hold a public hearing at City 
Hall next month on this question. 


Aldermen Ask 
Mayor To Retain 
Director’s Office 

President Floyd of the Board of Al- 
dermen and Alderman Bowen, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, await- 
ed on Mayor Childs several days ago 
and urged him not to abolish the of- 
fice of Director of Public Works. In 
j his budget recommendations the 
Mayor made it evident he intends to 
take this action by not making provi- 
sion for financing the office after May 
1. The two Aldermen did not specify 
that the Mayor ought to continue the 
1 present director in office, as the se- 
lection of the director is a preroga- 
tive of the Mayor. However, it is 
known that they believe Mr. Ellis to 
j he competent and would be pleased to 
have him retained. They told the 
Mayor that In their belief the new of- 
fice tends to create .economy and 
more efficiency in the conduct of the 
departments affected — Street, Water 
and Engineering Departments. 

Mayor Childs suggested that if the 
Aldermen desire the office continued 
that a bill be filed with the Legislature 
asking that the City Charter be amend- 
ed so that the new office would bfe 
legalized. At present there is no pro- 
vision in the city charter for such an 
office and the Director can only be 
regarded as an advisory official with- 
out legal standing. 


High River Level 
Affects Sewers 


The high water in the Charles Riv- 
er caused a serious condition the past 
two weeks in the main line sewer 
which enters the big Metropolitan 
sewer near Albemarble rd.. Newton- 
ville. The overloaded condition of 
the trunk line sewer along the river 
caused a backing up into the Albe- 
marle rd. sewer and this condition 
was evident in low areas in the dis- 
tricts at Newtonville. West Newton 
and Auburndale, along the streets 
where houses are connected with this 
sewer. About a week ago Edward 
Cannon, superintendent of sewers in 
Newton, issued a warning to persons 
in the areas affected to plug up plumb- 
ing outlets in the cellars of their 
houses. The condition has improved 
as the level of the water In the Charles 
has gradually, subsided. Until nor 
mal conditions in the river return, 
householders are urged not to drain 
water-filled cellars into sanitary sew- 
ers.

Supt. of Schools Julius Warren has 
submitted his annual report to the 
School Committee. Included In It are 
his recommendations regarding new 
school buildings in connection with 
the 10 year building program which 
was started In 1934. Part of this pro- 
gram has already been accomplished 
through the erection of additions to 
the Bigelow and Day Schools, the 
coming addition to the Angier School, 
the new Carr School and the planned 
new school which will be built this 
year at Oak Hill. 

Next on the program, according to 
the order as recommended by Supt. 
Warren are a ntw school at West 
Newton to replace the Franklin 
School; a new trade school between 
Newtonville and West Newton, on or 
near a main thoroughfare: a new ad- 
ministration building near the High 
School at Newtonville; a new school 
to replace the Lincoln aDd Eliot 
Schools at Newton: and an addition 
to the Burr School. 

Last year the School Committee on 
two occasions specified the Franklin 
School district as most needing a 
new building, the addition to the An- 
gler School was placed second, and 
a new school to replace the 82 year 
old Lincoln School and 51 year old 
Eliot School was third on the list. The 
Angier School addition was provided 
for., but the new schools to replace 
the old Franklin, Lincoln and Eliot 
Schools were sidetracked. Instead, 
provision was made for the new school 
at Oak Hill. Should the replacement 
of the Lincoln and Eliot Schools again 
be deferred and preference given to 
other buildings as indicated, it is cer- 
tain that vigorous protests will come 
from Ward 1. 

Regarding the Franklin and Trade 
Schools Mr. Warren says: 

A .new building should be erected 
to replace the Franklin School for 
the following reasons: 

(a) The present building has out- 
lived its usefulness. Its re- 
placement will bring relief 
from the excessive mainten- 
ance costs now required. 

(b) The center of population is 
now north of the present site, 
and the location of a new 
school in that district would 
provide better educational 
service to the community and 
at the same time eliminate 
excessive pupil travel and 
transportation costs to the 
City. 

(c) The division of district lines

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ZONING PROBLEMS 

Two major zoning problems confront the city at the present 
time. They are being considered by the planning board and 1 
proper aldermanic committees. The two problems are on op- 
posite sides of the city and involve materially different funda- 
mental questions. One of the problems is that on the Worcester 
turnpike at the Brookline line, now residential, and the other is 
in the Nonantum district, largely zoned as manufacturing. 

Petitions have been introduced to change residential prop- 
erty in Chestnut Hill, adjoining the turnpike, into business 
zones. We have repeatedly expressed the opinion that such a 
procedure would be penny wise and pound foolish. While 
it cannot be denied that such a change would undoubtedly 
produce a business section of considerable commercial value 
it would within a comparatively short time decrease property 
values of nearby residential property to an unknown extent. 
It might conceivably mean another so-called business centre 
in that part of the city. In this connection we cannot overlook 
the fact that such development might well mean the loss 
of business in some of our present centres which are already 
adequate to provide for a considerable growth of local trades. 
Furthermore, the development of a business section on the 
turnpike would mean additional congestion and greater haz- 
ards on a highway which was designed to keep through traffic 
out of congested areas. Thus the question becomes one of 
state planning and inasmuch as the area in question adjoins 
similar property in Brookline we believe that the Metropolitan 
District Commission should be vitally interested in the question. 
There is a measure pending before the legislature which seeks 
to have this Commission study the problem and until this study 
is made the existing zones should not be changed. 

The problem in Nonantum is of a far different character. 
It is entirely local and instead of a possible damage to the 
value of residential property the effort is being made to in- 
crease the property values. When the zoning ordinance was 
adopted we were in a period of industrial expansion and it was 
believed that a normal growth of the city would show a 
parallel growth in manufacturing in this section of the city. 
It requires but a slight knowledge of the facts to realize that 
much of the property in Nonantum, originally zoned as manu- 
facturing, will never be used as such and consequently it is 
now possible to mfike desirable changes. There are certain 
areas adjoining churches, homes and other properties where 
the existing manufacturing zones may well be restricted to 
general or private residence zones. There are other properties 
where it is desirable that they retain their manufacturing 
status. Only by a comprehensive survey, which we understand 
is being made, can the desirable results be effected. Resi- 
dents of the section await with interest the report of the 
committee which we believe will strive to solve the problem 
for the best interests of those concerned. 




THE ENJOYMENT OF FLOWERS 

We were among-the thousands who visited the flower show 
this week, which annually ushers in the spring season. Here in 
Newton it seems as though the citizens as a whole are more 
flower conscious than in some other localities. Throughout the 
city one can find gardens of almost every description. They 
are beginning to receive the attention that the passing of 
winter always demands and soon Newton will again be rep- 
resentative of its name as the Garden City. Somehow or 
other flowers bring enjoyment that is impossible of descrip- 
tion. It may be the expression of beauty, it may be the tender 
side of nature, or it may be the desire to cultivate that which 
is good. Whatever 4?lse it may be, however, it brings a feel- 
ing of faith and the re-creation of a spirit divine. 


NEWTON RESPONDS TO RELIEF APPEALS 

It is gratifying to note the almost spontaneous response to 
appeals for the relief of sufferers of the greatest catastrophe 
in the history of the state. The appeal by the Red Cross for 
cash contributions resulted in the quota for Newton Chapter 
being readily raised. The activities of the Masonic fraternity 
detailed in the adjoining column were indicative of the spirit 
which Newton persons displayed. Further efforts such as 
the concert planned by the local service clubs and other 
organizations deserve the whole-hearted support of Newton 
citizens. Let the good work go on until the suffering is ap- 
peased and the frightful experiences of those in the stricken 
areas becomes but a memory of the past. 

There are said to be 3,000,000 rundown houses in this 
country, but the breakdown condition of an equal number of 
automobiles seems to cause more distress. 


Appeals for relief work for the thou- 
sands of persons left homeless and 
in dire need for food and clothing 
from the devastating flood conditions 
in northern and western Massurhu 
setts, last week, found ready response 
in Newton. The appeal for donation;- 1 
in Newton. Newton’s quota of $2000 
for the Red Cross was oversub- 
scribed. As the $3,000,000 sought in 
the initial appeal is inadequate, fur- 
ther donations are sought. They may 
be sent to any bnnking oflice in the 
city. Saturday evening the Masonic 
fraternity of Newton organized a 
committee to assist in the handling 
of food and clothing for the flood suf- 
ferers. Headquarters were opened at 
the Masonic Temple in Newtonville 
Sunday morning. Newspapers 
were notified, radio stations asked to 
broadcast, and announcements were 
made in any local churches appealing 
for donations. The response was 
prompt and early in the week the 
headquarters were as busy as a bee- 
hive with workers sorting, checking, 
and packing the various assortment 
of articles. Working directly with the 
Red Cross, three truckloads were sent 
to stricken areas in Lowell, Lawrence 
and Haverhill before Tuesday morn- 
ing. Fire, police and postofllce de- 
partments assisted wherever neces- 
sary and local merchants contributed 
sandwiches, food and coffee for the 
workers. Ladies from the Newton- 
ville Woman's Club aided in sorting 
and packing the garments and food- 
stuffs. The committee directing the 
work is composed of representatives 
from Dalhousie Lodge. Norumbega 
Lodge. Newton Royal Arch Chapter, 
Cryptic Council, and Getbsemane Com- 
mandery under the leadership of Mr. 
Harry Harding. The headquarters 
closed yesterday. 

Other plans are being made to aid 
in further relief of flood sufferers. The 
Rotary Club. Kiwanis Club and the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs in New- 
ton are sponsoring a concert to be 
given in the high school auditorium 
on Sunday afternoon. The program 
will be presented in its entirety by 
Newton talent and will include selec- 
tions by soloists, musical trios, pian- 
ists. dramatic readings, a harp solo, 
and glee club singing. Tickets, post- 
ers. and all other usual expenses of 
such concerts have been donated by 
various members of these organiza- 
tions and the entire proceeds will be 
turned over to the Newton Chapter 
of the Red Cross. On Saturday eve- 
ning the Newton Townsend Clubs 
will hold a mass meeting in the high 
school auditorium. A concert by the 
American Legion band, whose serv- 
ices have been donated, and a musi- 
cal program under the direction of 
Mrs. M. H. Gulesian. will be supple- 
mented by a speaking program. No 
admission will be charged but pro- 
ceeds from a collection will be sent 
to the Newton Red Cross Chapter. 

A painting by Miss Dorothy Em- 
mons of Bennington st., Newton, has 
recently been added to the permanent 
collection of the New Haven Paint 
and Clay Club which is now housed at 
the New Haven Public Library. Dean 
Keller of the Yale School of Fine 
Arts is president of this club which 
is now holding its 35th exhibition.

As some compensation for the de- 
vastating floods It nppears that we 
nre having an early spring. The toads 
started over a week ago to pipe their 
roundelay, robins have been singing 
hereabouts, crocuses have pushed 
above ground and early shrubs started 
to bloom. 

The past winter will long be re- 
membered. Until the middle of Jan- 
uary it was one of the mildest and 
most open on record in Boston and 
most of New England. Then, on Jan- 
uary 19th came a blizzard and heavy 
fall of snow. More snowstorms fol- 
lowed and cont inuni freezing weather 
until March. Ideal conditions pre- 
vailed for winter sports. Ice was sev- 
eral feet thick on lakes and rivers 
and snow from 3 to 5 feet deep cov- 
ered much of northern New England. 
We were told that in some of the 
notches in the White Mountain region 
there would bo skiing until June or 
July. Much of this region paid a heavy 
price for these “ideal ” winter sports 
the past few weeks. Rapid thawing 
plus heavy rains caused the thick ice 
and deep snow to make raging tor 
rents out of even brooks and minor 
rivers and those of us who saw such 
streams as the Connecticut or Merri- 
niac filled with huge cakes of ice and 
surging to new heights, will not soon 
forget the spectacle. From now on 
there will ho real work to be done 
in New England by men obtaining re- 
lief through the WPA and other Fed- 
eral or local relief activities. The 
younger men who have been killing 
time on projects of little or no value 
can and should be put to work in 
places devastated by the flood, or in 
creating reservoirs to prevent floods. 
Those among them who have been 
loafing practically all of the time 
should be made to do at least some 
work — or refused relief. 

Any prospective candidate for pub- 
lic oflice who will attempt to make 
political capital through the misfor- 
tunes of others is a cheap specimen 
ot humanity. 

If tills weather keeps up don’t delay 
too long to plant your gardens or give 
preliminary attention to your lawn.

Judging from the number of small

Many 
of this class nre undergoing real priva- 
tions. 

In view of these conditions It is 
hard to work up any real sympathy 
for persons holding permanent jobs 
and who receive good salaries, when 
you hour them whining because they 
cannot ohtuiu further increases in 
wages or better working conditions. 
They should thank God that' they be- 
long to the minority who have not 
been placed in poverty or reduced cir- 
cumstances. Perhaps they would if 
for a year or less they had to strug- 
gle along as have multitudes of peo- 
ple for the past six years. And the 
impoverished we refer to are the de- 
cent people, not the clilsellers who 
nre better off by receiving Federal 
or local relief than they were In nor- 
mal times.

Flood Conditions on Charles River 



Tlie Charles Iliver, like most other 
streams in New England, reached the 
highest levels on record during the 
floods of the past three weeks. The 
pictures printed in this issue of the 
GRAPHIC show Kenrick Bridge at 
Oak Hill where (he river separates 
Newton and Needham. The bridge 
abuts the Newton water reservation 
and tlie meadows on the Needham side 
were covered over a wide area. The 
road which runs from Oak Hill to 
Needham and which passes over the 
bridge is called Nahanton st. on the 
Newton side and Kenrick st. on the 
Needham side. It can be seen in the 
picture that the road was covered 
with water on the Needham side. At 
one time the water in the river rose 
to the level of the bridge flooring, and 


to keep the structure from being 
washed away, Street Commissioner 
Mahoney had ten cement blocks, each 
weighing 2*4 tons placed on the 
bridge. Some of these show in the 
photograph. 

The other photograph reproduced in 
this issue is that of the Charles pour- 
ing over the dam and falls at Newton 
Lower Falls. An equally impressive 
sight was the river surging over the 
dam at Newton Upper Falls and rush- 
ing through Hemlock Gorge. A bar- 
rier of sand bags was placed at the 
sluiceways above the lower dam at 
Upper Falls near the turnpike when 
the water threatened to eat away 
these outlets. At Bemis the high wn- 
er entered the lower floor of the for- 
mer Aetna Mills building and emerged 
through windows at the easterly end.

Rotary Club 


At the luncheon Monday, Newton 
Rotarians heard Mr. Samuel P. Alli- 
son talk on “Yourself, Incorporated." 
Mr. Allison is Director of the School 
of Positions at the Bahson Institute. 
Wellesley and he outlined some of 
the principles upon which the school 
operates. The fundamental premise 
is: not to do something for a man 
but rather to help him to do something 
for himself. 

The school had its inception in the 
early days of the depression when 
Mr. Babson was pondering the plight 
of the unemployed in the business 
and professional world and seeking 
some solution for their problem. A 
self-analysis by the individual, an 
objective check of this by a disinter- 
ested outsider — as represented by the 
officials of the school, and a general 
re-education for other openings that 
may present themselves constitute 
the "method” of the school. Some of 
the men who enter the school are 
really beaten but a great many sim- 
ply need the chance to think things 
through and talk things out with some- 
one else. The "students” range in 
age from upperclassmen in college to 
men of 40 or 50 year old, and many 
of them have been holding positions 
carrying salaries of $5000 to $7500. 

The school has found that too many 
men suffer from having developed 
themselves entirely along one line — 
and usually a very narrow one; and 
that they are in no way prepared for 
the adjustments that are inevitable 
with any shift in economic or tech- 
nical conditions. Hence they try to 
brouden the training of a man so 
that he will more readily lit into a 
world where "the only permanent 
thing is change.”

Springfield, West Spring- 
field. the Railroad Brancli in West 
Springfield, and Springfield College 
all have thrown open their buildings 
to refugees and in many cases the 
buildings have“been used as headquar- 
ters for relief work. Only two asso- 
ciations have sustained extensive dam- 
age to their buildings and equipment.

Tax Abatement 
On Mount Ida 
School Refused 


The Newton Board of Assessors has 
refused the petition of the Mount Ida 
School. Inc., for exemption from the 
payment of taxes on properties at 
Newton assessed for $73,000. The 
! property affected includes the former 
Cobb mansion on Bellevue st. which 
I had been used as a dormitory, and a 

I large lot of land. The main school 
lildings on Bellevue st are now 
owned by the West Newton Savings 
Bank. Some years ago taxes were paid 
on all the Mount Ida School property. 
Later, in common with most private 
schools in Newton, this school asked 
for exemption from taxes as an edu- 
cational institution not run for profit, 
and abatements were granted. The 
school closed in 1934 and last year 
taxes were assessed on the property 
in question Abatement was asked 
on them and is being refused. This 
year taxes were again l4vied. The 
assessors contend there are no pu- 
pils at the school. The owners of the 
property state that some educational 
activities are still being conducted.

between Franklin nnd Davis 
Schools drawn from enst to 
west in tho vicinity of South, 
gnto Pork will result in a 
better distribution of puptla 
making the now school accom- 
modate approximately 350 pu- 
pils, while the pupil popula- 
tion of tho Davis School will 
remain about 320. 

(d) The new building on the pro- 
posed site will relieve tho 
Horace Mann and Carr 
Schools of pupils living north 
of Crafts Street, near the 
Waltham line. 

(e) It will afford relief to the 
Davis School which now has 
an enrollment of 400 pupils 
In the thirteen rooms. Rooms 
now used for fourth and fifth 
grade Franklin School pupils 
are needed for the sixth grade 
and for a special class in 
that district. 

(f) From the standpoint of the 
pupils in the Davis School dis- 
trict, the advantages of at- 
tending a school within rea- 
sonable walking distance 
during the elementary school 
period is obvious.

Erection of a new Trade School on a 
site between West Newton and New- 
tonville. on or near a main thorough- 
fare with adequate, transportation 
service. Such a building should have 
sufficient shops, laboratories, related 
rooms and classrooms (including au- 
ditorium and gymnasium) to provide 
for all Trade School activities. The 
present high school building houses 
the Newton High School of 2355 pu- 
pils and the Newton Trade School of 
230 pupils. Both of these schools are 
growing rapidly and aro at present 
overcrowded. The Trade School’s ac- 
tivities are scattered over tho city, 
with two classes in the Peirce School, 
causing a transportation cost of $640 
per year, and an automobile class is 
located in a garage at Newtonville, 
at a rental charge of $1000 per year. 
Such a separation of activities does 
not lend Itself to efficient operation or 
supervision. 

The present quarters in the Tech- 
nical Building are not adequate for 
the activities which this school should 
be now carrying on for the present 
enrollment. If there is any increase 
there is no room for any expansion 
in this school. Both from tho stand- 
point of centralizing the activities of 
the Trade School and from the basic 
economy, this school should be housed 
in a building of its own, separated 
entirely from the high school. 

The efficiency of the Trade School 
would be very much increased if 
double the number of pupils now 
served could attend this school. 

The erection of a Trade School 
building separated entirely from the 
high school, together with the mov- 
ing of the school administration of- 
fices from the Technical Building, 
would make possible the adequate 
housing of the senior high school for 
an indefinite period and would enable 
the high school to offer the same type 
of educational opportunity to boys 
that is now given to girls through 
courses in Industrial Arts comparable 
to the Home Economics Course now 
offered to girls. 

For the girls, the school, through 
the Household Arts Department, is 
able to offer suitable educational op- 
portunities which meet their needs; 
for the boys there ought to be sim- 
ilar opportunities through general 
shops and a continuation of indus- 
trial arts work now offered in all the 
junior high schools. These shops 
should be on an avocational basis 
and should be open to all pupils in 
the high school of all curriculum. 

At the present time the school is 
filled to capacity, and many small 
rooms, poorly lighted and inadvantage- 
ously located and equipped, are used. 
A further increase in school popula- 
tion will make our situation extreme- 
ly difficult, and provision of added fa- 
cilities ought now be planned for 1937- 
38. Such development for increased 
capacity of enrolment ought to be con- 
sidered in line with the increasingly 
larger number of girls and hoys whoso 
needs and Interests at the present 
time wo are unable to meet through 
the limitations of our curriculum and 
the space in which to house them.

Charging that the Juvenile court, 
created In response to a demand that 
children shall bo saved and not con- 
demned, has failed (o fulfill its design. 
Charles W. Hoffman. Judge of the 
juvenile and domestic relations court 
at Cincinnati, speaking to the board 
of directors of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau. Monday. March 16. declares 
that if was still the most available 
institution for dealing with the juve- 
nile delinquent hut must completely 
change Its method. 

“The history of childhood to the 
beginning has been one of the most 
dismal records in the story of man- 
kind. In England children were tried 
as criminals in the same way as 
adults and our country followed the 
identical process until in 1899 a move- 
ment started by Jane Addams and Ju- 
lia Lathrop for the betterment of 
childhood resulted in the establish- 
ment of the first juvenile court. To- 
day all but two of our states have a 
juvenile court law. but they fail to 
carry It into effect. Instead we see 
industrial* schools and reform schools 
filled with children and in some states 
children as young as 14 years con- 
fined in penitentiaries. This failure 
is due to prevailing attitude of the 
people, one of resentment against chil- 
dren because of acts that are consid- 
ered criminal. The courts are con- 
ducted in 95 percent of the cases by 
judges who do not know the purpose 
which they are relied upon to know 
in their field of duty. Thirty-six years 
have failed to bring recognition of 
the principle or to produce the facili 
ties for diagnosing and treating the 
children according to their actual 
needs. Delinquents must be handled 
as are children affected with a physi- 
cal disease, if we are to apply cura 
tive methods effectively. 

The juvenile courts are operating 
more as juvenile police courts and as 
long as that is true there is no hope 
The law creating them has for its 
object the saving of children and to 
make sure that they arc not treated 
ns criminals. The demand is not for 
a different law but that the juvenile 
court law shall be made effective and 
its purpose fulfilled by persons who 
know its design and are capable of 
accomplishing the saving of the child.’ 

Judge Hoffman supported his plea 
by citing the experiences of his own 
court for 21 years where criminal pro- 
cedure has been completely abolished 
"A full social investigation is made 
in every case, the child is referred 
to the psychologist, a mental hygiene 
clinic is used, medical and religious 
needs are discussed. The total in- 
formation is studied and out of this 
consideration the case is disposed of. 
There are no court sessions. Delin- 
quency is measured as a condition 
needing treatment. Commitment of 
the juvenile to an industrial school is 
rare. While the average in their 
schools for the counties of the state 
of Ohio is one child to a population 
of 8300, Hamilton, the county of which 
Cincinnati is flu* centre, has one for 
35,000 population. I do not believe in 
the industrial school except for the 
incurable. Children react to the en- 
vironment of such schools. They are 
not there prepared to meet the con- 
ditions of a complex society. 

Important to the service is the prob- 
lem of retarded children in the public 
school. It is often in their discourage- 
ment that delinquency starts. The 
curriculum of schools needs to be 
made to fit the individual child. Acad- 
emic respectability must yield to the 
service of the needs of the child. 

With delinquency said to be destroy- 
ing more children in this country than 
all the various types of physical dis- 
euse, every community should organ- 
ize to reduce the causes and use the 
juvenile court as the instrument it 
was intended to be.”

Boston Mutual Life 
Forges Ahead 

An increase of 5% per cent in in- 
surance in force, an increase of pre- 
mium and other income, an increase 
in resources, and surplus, are the 
features of the annual report of the 
Boston Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany for 1935. The increase of insur- 
ance of about 4% per cent in 1934 and 
of about 3 per cent in 1933. The 
increuse in the number of policies 
in force for the year was 10,459, bring- 
ing the whole number of policies up to 
241,141. 

Meantime, the Company’s receipts 
and disbursements for 1935 reflect both 
the improvement that the business re- 
vival is bringing to the insurance busi- 
ness as well as the good oversight 
which the company gives to its af- 
fairs.

Forum First Season 
Financial Success 


At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Newton Community For- 
um, held at the residence of Mrs. Ruth 
Wolfe Fuller, the first annual state- 
ment, showing a substantial surplus, 
was read and approved. Revenue 
from sale of tickets was $1,235.25; pro- 
gram advertising $75.00; total In- 
come $1,310.25. Total disbursements 
were $936.95, leaving net cash on 
hand $373.30. 

Results of the questionnaire re- 
cently issued indicated that the seven 
speakers heard last winter were al- 
most equally popular. John Haynes 
Holmes received a slight preference 
in the voting. 

Tho large number of replies re- 
ceived indicated the intense inter- 
est which has been created by New- 
ton’s first venture into free arid open 
discussion of questions affecting the 
welfare and advancement of human- 
ity. The preference shown for cer- 
tain topics will serve as a guide to 
the Steering Committee and should 
make next winter’s programs of even 
greater interest and value than those 
of the first season. 

Two noticeable features of the For- 
um sessions were commented upon. 
It was observed that the Forum’s an- 
nounced purpose of serving as a tru- 
ly democratic means of expression was 
fulfilled. Men and women of evi- 
dently widely different stations of life 
exercised their privilege of heckling 
tho speakers and received fair and 
courteous replies. And the equally 
important purpose of promoting broad- 
er and more tolerant attitudes made 
impressive progress. People who had 
mentally condemned certain topics 
nevertheless came and enjoyed the 
discussions of those very topics. This 
was particularly true of Dr. Little’s 
talk on cancer research, which proved 
to be cheerfully informative and help- 
ful, rather than the gruesome »story 
many had anticipated. 

The Forum will continue to wel- 
come ideas looking toward the great- 
er success of next season’s program.
